H enry Friend has proven he was 
not at W h ittie r Thursday night, at 
which time Fran k Howard was shot. 
A ll suspicion concerning 
him 
has 
been raised. 
The Los Angeles Times tells of the 
search for the man who shot Howard 
as follows: 
Follow ing the trail of a horseman 
who is believed to be the mysterious 
person who shot Frank Howard, the 
young ranch hand found near W h it­ 
tier Thursday night, Sheriff Hammel 
with a squad of deputies and a posse 
organized near the scene of the crime 
were forced to give up tlm pursuit 
near the Puente H ills 
last 
night. 
Since early in the morning they raced 
through the country after a man who 
was seen on horseback near the shoot­ 
ing and whose description answered 
that given of H ow ard’s assailant. 
In 
the neighborhood of Puente the trail 
was lost. 
A report given out late last night 
by the physicians who are attending 
Howard in the hospital at W h ittier 
indicates that he cannot live many 
hours. 
So serious is his 
condition 
that Deputy 
D istrict Attorney 
H ill 
and Detective Sam uel L. Brow ne went 
to his bedside and took an ante-mor­ 
tem statement. 
The apparently dy­ 
ing man stuck to his original story 
that he was shot by a man whom he 
first met on the road near Santa Ana 
Wednesday 
when he 
purchased 
a 
horse 
which 
he 
was later charged 
with stealing. 
He \v;ts arrested in Long Beach on 
the afternoon of his alleged purchase 
on complaint of A. J. Friend of Santa 
Ana. who 
¡iarged the young ranch­ 
man with having stolen a horse from 
ais barn two days previos. 
Howard 
worked for Friend until ten days ago 
whim In was discharged. 
His former 
employer rode into Long Beach W ed­ 
nesday io' king for a horse belonging 
to his son 
and 
discovered 
Howard 
riding the anim al into a livery barn. 
Gives Clear Description 
W hen ¡he ex-employe was arrested 
he claimed that he met a man on the 
road who sold him the horse for $50, 
.and that he did not recognize the ani- 
mai until tha 
morning and intended 


to telephone his former employer. 
H is story was so 
plausible 
that 
Friend, who liked the young man. de­ 
cided not to prosecute since he had 
been fortunate enough in recovering 
the horse. 
In telling his story H ow ­ 
ard gave an accurate description of 
the man whom he said had sold him 
the stolen horse. 
This 
m ay 
have 
been found out by the horse thief who 
waylaid him and shot him on the road 
near W h ittier the next night. 
If Howard's story Is true, and it 
now bears more weight, because of the 
fact that he reaffirms it when facing 
death, the unknown assailant may be 
some notorious bandit who is at large 
with a price on his head. 
Such a man 
would not fear to add anotner crime 
to his already long list and would 
seek to punish an informer. From the 
description given of the horseman and 
his skillful escape from the officers, 
there is some reason to believe that 
“ B ill” Haney, brother of the dead ban­ 
dit, “ D ave” Haney, may be ¡he one 
who shot Howard. 
M ystery in Letters 
Sheriff Ham m el took a packet of 
letters from the effects 
of 
Howard 
yesterday and he has studied these 
with a view to determining tne past 
life of ¡he young ranchm an io see if 
there is not some feud in the back­ 
ground as a cause for the shooting. 
Although the contents of the letters 
have not been made public, it is un­ 
derstood that they shed no light on 
the m ystetry other than to show that 
Howard may have traveled under an 
alias at one time, perhaps because of 
cattle-rustling escapades. 
Both Henry Friend and his father, 
A. J. Friend, seem to be able to prove 
a perfect alibi and, besides this, ttiere 
could be no motive for the r shooting 
the young ranch hand. 
Added to this, 
Howard recovered consciousness yes­ 
terday long enough to make a state­ 
ment, the same in every detail as that 
which he told when first found ser­ 
iously wounded. 
The sheriff has a new clew 
which 
ne w ill probably run down today and 
lie believes that he may be able to 
throw light on the m ystery 
before 
night.
